| Eighteen students of the 
Junior Class at Belle Glade 
High School took the National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying 
: Test at 9:00 a.m. Tuesday April 
29, according to Frank O. Hob- 
son, principal — . 

The scholarship test was a 
three-hour measure of educa- 
tional growth and aptitude. 
Emphasis is on broad skills 
land on understanding and abi- 
lity to use what has been 
learned rather than on sheer 
knowledge of facts. An esti- 
mated $5 million in scholar- 
ships and other awards are at 
stake in the national competi- 
tion now beginning its fourth 
year. 

Merit Scholarships are pro- 
vided by some 80 corporations, 
foudations , professional so- 
cieties and individuals, as well 
as by the National Merit Scho- 
larship ^ Corporation itself, 
which conducts the competi- 
tion. 

A group of 10,000 students;! 
composed of the highest scorers 
in each state will advance to 
when results are 
reported next fall, and then 
will take a second examination. 
Those repeating the high per- 
formance on the second exam 
will be finalists in the program 
and indicate their college and 
colurse of study and winners 
will be announced in the spring 
of 1959. 

Test results will be avail- 
able at the beginning of the 
senior year, in time for use by 
seniors and their chief advis- 
ors and scores may be used to 
help students make decisions 
about college and appropriate 
courses to major in. Many stu- 
dents throughout the country 
who'do not expect to win 
have taken the test in order 
to learn more about their indi- 


vidual strengths and weak- 
nesses. 
Distribution ` of population 


in the state, size of school, na- 
tive intelligence of its top stu- 
dents, percentage of students 
taking the test, nature of com- 
munity where school is locatéd, 
purpose of the school and many 
other factors having nothing to 
do with the total effectiv- 
ness of the school can influence 
its number of finalists. 

The test has been construc- 
ted by Science Research As- 
sociates of Chicago. Each scho- 
larship carries a stipend based 
on the need of each individual 
winner and is renewable an- 
nually without further compe- 
tition. $650 has been allowed 
in the past years and the mini- 
mum award in the 1958-59 pro- 
gram is a $100 per year and a 
maximum $1500 per year. 

The names of all the finalists 
will be sent-to colleges and 
universities all over the coun- 
try and in this way non-win- 
ning finalists are helped in 
winning scholarships awarded 
directly by the . colleges and 
other organizations. 

Approximately 1,000 merit 
scholarships are to be named 
this month.
